A spokesman for the demon- 
strators presented a petition .to 
the. president's -exectitive assist- 
ant, Aù.A. Byan. The demonstra- 
tion was organized by senior stu- 
dents protesting a .twenty per 
cent fee increase planned for 
this fall. . 

A spokesman handed the peti- 
tion to Byan asking that it be 
referred to the University Board 
of Governors. Ryan addressed the 
packed rotunda from the Presi- 
dent's door step; hiviting the stu- 
dents "to go through the usual 
democratic process to gabi their 
ends."

Plain brown envelopes bearing 
anti-Semitic literature have been 
sent . systematically to names 
drawn, in alphabetical order, from 
the Stiident Directory. As of yes- 
terday, the senden had worked 
their 'way well Into the section 
of the book containing surnames 
beginning with "B". 

Similar material received at 
Loyola College also contained an- 
ti-negro material. 

Each of the envelopes contains 
roughly the same "hate kit" — a 
back issue of the newspaper 
"Common Sense" and various as- 
sorted leaflets. 

There Is an apparent effort to 
pass the material off as being 
American through the use of ob- 
viously false "Printed in U.S.A." 
stamps; some material reportedly 
bore the name of the town of 
* Arlington, Virginia, home of the 
Ï§i;j^i^!^-i5 ;| American Nazi Party. But author- 
ities doubt that the material ac- 
tually did originate with the 
Party or its "Commander", 
George Lincoln Rockwell. 

Some of the paper used bore 
the watermark "Quebec Bond, 
Mode in Canada." 

These mailings follow a flurry 
of Nazi leaflets last week urging 
students not to support the "Bol- 
sheviks" in Model Parliament 
elections. 

There will be a meeting at Hil- 
lel House today by concerned 
authorities, including offlcUls of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress. 
There lias been speculation that 
the University itself may take 
action; however. Dr. Robertson 
was in Quebec City yesterday and 
was unavailable for comment. 

The newspaper "Common 
Sense" is published twice a month 
by the "Christian Educational As- 
sociation" in Union, New Jersey, 
has been published there for 



about twenty years, and is con- 
sidered extreme right, although 
not Nazi. All copies received here, 
however, have been mailed from 
Montreal. 

The editor, at the time these 
copies were printed, Conde. Mc-. 
Ghiley, has since died; the paper, 
however, is still functidhing un- 
der an unknown editor.

Severai'batttf Editors last week 
also received copies of the "Pro- 
tocols of the Elders of Zion", an 
alleged confession of the "Jewish 
Plot" — it has been proven a 
forgery in numerous court cases 
across the world, and by the Bri- 
tish Museum, which possesses the 
last remaining "original" copy. 

This latest outbreak of hate 
campaigning marked the end of 
about a year of inactivity; one of 
the last incidents was the dis- 
covery of a number of copies of 
"Common Sense" placed in the 
Show Mart durhig an event This 
present campaign, however, has 
been termed the first strong sys- 
tematic one in a long time.

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The hate press hits McGill 

Every newspaper is deluged by the publU 
cations of innumerable organizations. From 
manufacturers to charity groups, hucksters, 
pleaders and politicians combine to make 
their pitches for the news columns. 

Inevitably, the "hate" groups in society 
take to the malls to spread their twisted 
gospel and, hopefully, to win converts. The 
Doily, over the years, has received material 
from the American Nazi Party of George 
Lincoln Rockwell, the National Renaissance 
Party, the John Birch Society and its Canadian 
equivalent, the Alert Service. 



Normally newspaper policy is to Ignore 
hate|]iteratu^re^l^^^ is exactly what the. 
hatemohgers want and exactly what no 
responsible organ wants to give them. Never- 
theless, when the trickle becomes a flood 
and when mailings begin to approach mass 
levels, it is incumbent upon the press to speak 
as loudly as possible. 

Beginning late last week some body in 
this city has undertaken a mass campaign 
aimed, we believe, at every one In this 
university. With what must be a Student 
Directory for their mailing list, they began 
to send hand-addressed propaganda kits to 
the students of McGill. To date they have 
only progressed to those whose, names begin 



with the letter "B", but one can assume that 
as long ds their money ' lasts, no one will be 
left out. , 

Furthermore, Thursday and Friday of last 
week hundreds of pamphlets were placed in 
buildings all over campus by an individual 
or individuals who probably arrived suf- 
ficiently early to be unnoticed. 

The, total picture , is .one which cannot be 
ignored. Any "sick" comedian can mail out 
a few letters., However, there is obviously 'a 
considerable amount of time and money 
being spent acquiring, publishing, mimeo- 
graphing, addressing, stamping and mailing 
thjs Nazi refuse. A serious hate campaign 
is' underway and It must be stopped. 

The obvious problem is how to stop it. The 
authorities could take some action to discover 
the source of this material.. From where in 
this city is it being mailed? Perhaps the Police 
can be of assistance in narrowing down the 
suspects. Last year Weekend Magazine print- 
ed a story about a young Nazi group in 
Montreal. Where did the editors get their 
information? It could be very useful. 

Many minds are presently occupied in the 
search for a solution. This cancer cannot be 
allowed to spread, for there are weakmlnded 
individuals In society who are very suscep- 
tible to Its virus. Every student, indeed every 
citizen should join in the fight.

The role of a Member of Parliament 



What slioulcl the role of a Member of Parliament be in the 
House of Commons — In a parliamentary democracy ? Ideally, 
he should translate the wishes of his electorate into debate and 
action on the floor of the House of Commons. At thé same time, 
he should try to lead opinion and be an Influence upon his 
electorate. He is the liaison between the people and the bureau- 
cracy. 



Indeed, the Member of Parlia- 
ment is the linch-pin in our Par- 
liamentary democracy. If he re- 
presents tlic democratic impulse, 
what effective role does he have 
In ovr Parliamentary system ? An 
aiiswer to this entails an examin- 
ation of the working of the House 
of Commons. 

The function of jttic^ Commons 
is neither to legislafe nor admin- 
ister. Government by public meet- 
ing is pretty well impossible. 
What happens in effect is that 
the Commons elects a business- 
like board, called the Cabinet, to 
govern the country, and then to 
keep an eye on the proceedings 
of the Cabinet. In fact, the House 
of Commons elects a Prime Min- 
ister, who selects his Cabinet; but 
thereafter it cannot control the 
every-day workings of admini- 
stration.' - ■ 

Limitations 

There is a severe limitation on 
the power of the House of Com- 
mons: it is the practice of the 
collective responsibility of Ca- 
binet. The Cabinet stands or falls 
as a unit If a minister is chal- 
lenged on a matter of govern- 
ment policy, the Cabinet stands 
behind him and will stand or fall 
with him." There is^ therefore, al- 
ways the threat oh f the Commons 
by the Cabinet of' a dissolution 
and an election. The Commons 
can challenge a minister for de- 
partmental incompetence and 
sometimes destroy him. But a 
minister who is departmentally 
responsible for a Cabinet deci- 
sion cannot bo pulled down in 



this way — unless the Commons 
are prepared to face the resig- 
nation of the whole Cabinet and 
the threat of an election. This 
means that Government (mean- 
ing the Cabinet) is immune from 
Parliament, except on issues of 
crisis. 

Not lliat the Cabinet-form of 
government is inherently wrong; 
it is a necessary product of the 
urge for efficiency in the man- 
agement of the business of the 
country. But the concept of the 
Cabinet reduces the role of the 
M.P. to that of expressing the 
grievances of the people. So, in 
a sense, the power of the House 
of Commons is a myth. In theory, 
the Congress can do anything; in 
practice it can do little. 

MP's and parly 
discipline * 

There are fuHher restrictions 
on the, role of the M.P. : party 
organization and party discipline. 
A century ago the private mem- 
ber was - genuinely; free to defy 
the party Whipidrj<$lisciplinary 
agent of his party.tlt was this in- 
dependence of the ordinary M.P. 
that gave the House of Commons 
its, importance — and was the 
best check upon the government 
of the day. Now, as Richard Cross- 
man, the well-known Labour 
M.P. in England, writes, "the 
prime responsibility of the mem- 
ber is no longer to his conscience 
or to the elector, but to his party. 
Without accepting the discipline 
of the party he cannot bo elect- 
ed, and, if he defies that disci- 
pline, he risks political death." 

What does this mean ? It 
means, first of all, that the de- 



bates in the House of Commons, 
which used to make it the forum 
of the people, have become mere 
sounding boards. It means that 
there arc no longer any surprises. 
It means that Cabinet, through 
the Party, controls the private 
members who support it, but who 
no longer can control it. Real 
struggles for power today are 
not fought on the floor of the 
House of Common ; they are 
fought inside the party councils. 
The caucus ' of the government 
party and of the chief opposition 
party have become the real bat- 
tlefields of politics. Demoo-acy 
has. become invisible. How. long 
can it remalii: Invisible, ' hidden 
from publiée scrutiny, and still 
remain democracy 7 

Party discipline can easily be. 
exaggerated. There is, in the con- 
science of every private Member 
of Parliament, a point where prin- 



anyone can say during course of 
debate can alter this. Admitted- 
ly, in these days of minority gov- 
ernment, where no one party has ^ 
a majority, there can be surprises 
in the.ultlmate result of a vote. ~ 
But the fact that every member 
.usually- votes according to his . 
party discipline means that the 
debates no longer mean what they 
used to mean. Debates have be- 
come largely a sham. 

There may be those who think 
the debates arc useless anyway, 
and thnt Parliament ought to get 
on with the business of the coun- 
try. Too much talk, not enough 
action. We should be careful 
about this type of argument be- 
cause, to paraphrase Winston 
Churchill, democracy may not be 
the - most efficient type .of gov- 
ernment we have, but it is the 
best' system that man . has - yet- 
devised.. Efficiency, however, has 
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by

ciple dictates that he must rebel 
against >. his party.' Aad ■ this still 
happens; but not as much as it 
used to and it Is becoming 
harder. As the political party be- 
comes more organteed and more 
disciplined, the scope of the 
backbencher becomes more re- 
stricted. 

Votes 

predetermined 

There is, therefore, very little 
possibility of a surprise in the 
result of a debate. The Govern- 
ment's majority is usually auto- 
matic; the decision is known be- 
fore debate begins, and nothing 



its price : a corresponding loss of 
freedom. Dictatorship is more ef- 
ficient than democracy ~ and 
every citizen has the choice of 
whether he wants to bargain his 
freedom for this type of efficien- 
cy. Talk is essential to democracy 
and the House of Commons is the 
forum of the nation. The point 
is, however, that the talk must 
mean something. That talk be- 
comes meaningless if debate is 
not going to have any effect on 
the final vote — and these days 
the debate does not affect the 
vote, because the party caucuses 
have dictated the final result. 
The House of Commons becomes 
less of a place, if the results of 
a debate arc determined before- 
hand. 



Should we be against parfy dis- 
cipline? No. Party discipline is 
necessary — without it there Is 
incoherence in politics. The slo- 
gan, "Every voice — a vote" 
means ultimately chaos and an- 
archy and leads to the type of 
government which befell the 
Third and Foiirtli French Repub- 
lics. What has happened, how- 
ever, is that the proper balance 
has been lost and party discipline 
• has become too severe. 
•11* . 

Civil service 
pressures' 

There are other forcéaijhat re- 
strict the M.P. We cannot; Ignore 
the power of the civil service, the 
■bureaucracy,, what. has been cal- 
led the "mandarin class"/.— that 
race of faceless ' experts; iprotcct- 
ed by the anonymity of a govern- 
ment department, operating be- 
yond the range of the people's 
control. This is not an attack 
uponïthèïcivil service. We need 
an ^efficient civil service, which 
gives us the balance of efficiency 
against the freedom of an elected 
legislature. Democracy might 
flounder for a time because a 
people may be confused, (and 
the confusion will be reflected 
in the legislature) but if the civil 
service is strong, the government 
will run. But today the power of 
the civil service — tlie concept 
of efficiency — outweighs the 
impulse of freedom, as person- 
ified by the M.P. We need an ef- 
fective counterpoise to the civil 
service in the person of an effect- 
ive M.P. The average Member is 
faced with a monopoly of inform- 
ation and technical competence 
which he cannot match. As gov- 
ernments increase their interven- 
tion in our society, with econo- 
mic planning, five-year plans and 
the like, and, as the technical 
background needed for intelli- 
gent criticism becomes more com- 
plicated, a Member of Parliament 
fights a losing battle with the 
civil service. We must restore the 
balance.

Mallory addresses NDP 
on parliamentary procedure 



"If present parliamentary pro- 
cedure appears to obstruct the 
accomplishment of the nation's 
business, why retain it ?" 

Professor J.R. Mallory, head of 
the. Department of Political Sci- 
ence and Speaker of this year's 
Parliament, used this question as 
the starting point of his talk on 
"Parliamentary Procedure", de- 
livered to McGiU's New Demo- 
crats yesterday. 

Mallory dealt with the role of 
the Speaker in refereeing parlia- 
mentary debates, and criticisms 



of the Canadian Speaker's lack 
of final authority. 

He then pointed out certain 
abuses by. Members concerning 
controversial bills. Often an M.P. 
will leave important supply bills 
until the end of the Session, so 
that they will be passed by 
Members Impatient to return 
home. 

Mallory ended* by recommend- 
ing measures to streamline pro- 
cedure, notably, by putting more 
power into the hands of parlia- 
mentary commillccs. 



Although only a handful of 
students were present, both SEC 
members, Bonnie Stern and Enn 
Raudsepp, were highly pleased 
with the result, and are serious- 
ly entertaining. the idea of hold- 
ing meetings of this nature 
about once a month. 

Bookstore criticized 

McI Hymcs, BA 2, felt tiiat 
a university bookstore should 
try its best to aid the students 
by keeping prices of books to 
a minimumi 

"Each year," he stated, "stu- 
dents spend tremendous sums 
of money on books, the profits 
on which go to the Students' 
Society , to be distributed to the 
clubs and fMçMiçiitl: feci that 
it would be'lncH^^Iiemflcial and- 
more appreciated ; if the book- 
store was operated on a non- 
profit basitf, lowering the cost 
of books, and thus lowering the 
expenses of each student." 

Other topics of discussion in- 
cluded the ASUS newspaper, 
The Clarion. Students felt that 
for the most part. The Clarion 
served no useful purpose and 
was only a waste of money. 

One suggested that Instead of 
publishing The Clarion, the 
ASUS should buy an entire page 
in the Daily once a month, in 
which all the activities of the 
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ASUS could be publicized. Paul 
Echenberg, President of the 
ASUS, stated that he had ap- 
proached the Daily with this 
suggestion in mind, but that 
the Daily had refused.
